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Recently I received from Dr. H. F r e u d e , Miinchen, some nearctic 
Quediini for identification. Although very small, the material never¬ 
theless contained 30 species; many of them described as new recently 
in my monograph of nearctic Quediini (Smetana, 1971). 

Most specimens in the material studied are very old, without de¬ 
tailed locality labels and bear the designation „Sammlung Cl. M ii 1 - 
1 e r “. 

A few original specimens of S t u r m included in the material (see 
under Quedius capucinus Gr. and Quediomacrus puniceipennis Sols.)
